dinner 
honoring 
GOP senators and House mem­ 
bers The purpose of the rally, in 
addition to replenishing the party 
Treasury, was to bolster sagging 
hope for restoring party control 
at the Capitol. 
The President referred to the 
Republican legislators as leaders 
in the party's management team. 
“ Today.” he said, 
“ they are 
showing their mettle by battling 
actively for the major tenets in 
the Republican faith. At this mo­ 
ment we are engaged in a highly 
important battle for a .sound dol­ 
lar.

equal amount of groceries “ 
The President,

The President told his audience 
any successful organization must 
have four ingredients — morale, 
men. mean and management 
Dealing with men and money.

Of the 4.3 millio n unemplo yed wo rkers in 
the U. S. last March — a figure since substan­ 
tially reduced — 777.000 had no t held a jo b 
since the summer o f 1958. acco rding to a study 
by Fo rtune magazine. 
The co nclusio n rcacned was that this part 
o f the natio n’s labo r fo rce co uld represent the 
“ hard co re o f unemplo yment.” the irreducible 
minimum which canno t be wiped o ut. 
Ano ther view o ccasio nally expressed is that 
100 per cent emplo yment wo uld no t be desir­ 
able because it wo uld be inflatio nary. 
The jo b­ 
less individual who wants wo rk pro bably wo uld 
take a dim view o f this theo ry, but the reaso n­ 
ing behind it may make sense. 
Certainly bid­ 
ding fo r manpo wer wo uld exert inflatio nary 
pressure if a jo b were awaiting every available 
wo rker. 
Higher and higher wage o ffers wo uld be 
made as emplo yer co mpeted against emplo yer. 
That inevitably wo uld mean higher prices and 
mo re inflatio n. 
Even in perio ds o f general eco no mic reces­ 
sio n, w'hen sho rtages have develo ped in limited 
areas pay .scales have been pushed upward. The 
lack o f trained scientists and engineers 
has 
generated spirited bidding fo r new graduates 
in these fields. 
Recruits have been wo o ed with 
surprisingly attractive o ffers. 
The man who is o ut canno t be expected to 
like the tho ught that unemplo yment o f any ex­ 
tent is to be lo o ked at with co mplacence. 
But 
to o many jo bs can create pro blems, even as 
to o few jo bs can. 
Meanwhile o ne can at least 
ho pe that tho se who must peo ple the “ hard 
co re” o f unemplo yment will be merely passing 
thro ugh, in transitio n fro m o ne jo b to ano ther.

Of the 4 3 million unemployed workers in 
the U. S. last March — a figure since substan­ 
tially reduced — 777,000 had not held a job 
since the summer of 1958. according to a study 
by Fortune magazine. 
The conclusion reacned was that this part 
of the nation s labor force could represent the 
hard core of unemployment.” the irreducible 
minimum which cannot be wiped out. 
Another view occasionally expressed is that 
IOO per cent employment would not be desir­ 
able because it would be inflationary. 
The job­ 
less individual who wants work probably would 
take a dim view of this theory, but the reason­ 
ing behind it may make sense. 
Certainly bid­ 
ding for manpower would exert inflationary 
pressure if a job were awaiting every available 
worker. 
Higher and higher wage offers would be 
made as employer competed against employer. 
That inevitably would mean higher prices and 
more inflation. 
Even in periods of general economic reces­ 
sion. when shortages have developed in limited 
areas pay scales have been pushed upward. The 
lack of trained scientists and engineers has 
generated .spirited bidding for new graduates 
in these fields. 
Recruits have been wooed with 
surprisingly attractive offers. 
The man who is out cannot be expected to 
like the thought that unemployment of any ex­ 
tent is to be looked at with complacence. 
But 
too many jobs can create problems, even as 
too few jobs can 
Meanwhile one can at least 
hope that those who must people the ‘ hard 
core” of unemployment will be merely passing 
through, in transition from one job to another.

The Lynching Of Strauss 


The issue in the Strauss case is a most unusual 
one. for what Senator Anderson and his associates 
object to is not Admiral Lewes Strauss* ability or 
competence or honesty but his arrogance and bes 
unwillingness to tell the truth under certain specific 
circumstances. 
And those circumstances involve not 
commerce, (or which post his name comes before 
them, but atomic energy on the Commission for which 
he served long and ably. 
The dichotomy develops 
into a mystery until other facts are discovered, 


For instance, in the conflict brl wren throve who 


favored public power rather than private power, 
I way had been found to murder private power 
all at once. 
That way is to establish a series of 


government-owned atom power plants, all over 
the United States, costing untold billions of dollars 
which has to come out of the pockets of the 
Amrriran people. 


Straus*. as Chairman of the AEC. opposed this 
doctrinaire proposal as wasteful and unnecessary and 
a* harmful to the development of atomic energy be­ 
cause it would be diverting funds from essential pur­ 
poses to fanciful objectives. 
In taking this stand, 
he apparently failed to 
assuage the public power Senators. 
Hi* opposition 
they regarded as arrogant, for who could oppose 
these powerful satraps in their advocacy of public 
power at whatever cost? 
Herbert Hoover encountered 
this same difficulty when he headed the Commission 
on Organization of the 
Kxecutive Branch of the 
Government 
As soon 
ai one of his Task Forces 
proved that private power is more efficient and in 
the end less costly than puhlic power, he encountered 
the fanaticism of the doctrinnaire 
At most, this is a 
difference of opinion 
Why 
does it bring on the lynching of a public official by a 
prolonged character trial in the course of which he 
us forced to submit to unbelievable abuse"* 
Rut no 
matter how 
the hearings are prolonged and the 
speeches on 
the floor 
continue, the most that is 
brought forth is: 
I. Lewis Strauss is arrogant, 
2 Lewis Strauss did not give a Senatorial commit­ 
tee ail the information it desired. 
Now, as to arrogance, that is a psychological 
problem 
Having known Strauss for a quarter of a 
century. I would not say that he is arrogant 
I would 
say that he is stern 
I would also say that he is. at 
times, inflexible 
Arrogance includes an element of 
snobbishness. 
Strauss is not snobbish and has no 
reason to be 
It would take a lot to establish snob­ 
bishness in Strauss * character or manner of living. 
However, it must be admitted that he does not readily 
succumb to the give and take of politics and that he 
does not attempt to buy his way by favor* 
Obviously. 
he is a poor politician; otherwise there would not 
be such objection to him in the Senate among the 
Democrats. 


\s to the second charge, that he wa* incomplete 
inaccurate and even untruthful in his account* to the 
Congressional committee he says one thing and Sena­ 
tor Anderson another 
The outsider is not in a position 
to judge unless he reads the record, which consist* of 
112# pages 


Therefore on the subject of Strauss s truth 


fulness and probity one has to ftnd collateral 
evidence, 
His first emplover was Herbert Hoover. 


And Herbert Hoover, a rather stern person when 
it comes to character, swears by Lewi* Strauss. 
To this day. he swears bv him. Strauss then went 
inio the hanking business, rising to the position 
of partner of Kuhn, Loeb and Company, one of 
the principal banking houses in the toited States 
He left that banking firm to serve the government 
of the I mted States, at great financial loss.

a period, he was associated with the five Rocke­ 
feller brot he rv. 
He was appointed to the Atomic

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F'or a first time visitor. the 
most spectacular development in 
Russia i* the housing projects 
With an eye to impressing the 
visitor, 
a colossal development 
in south west Moscow extends 
for what seems mile* along the 
road from the airport 
Like so much In Russia, the 
developments are 
partly 
illus 
mnary 
The six to eight story 
brick or plastered concrete build 
mg* are only two room* deep and 
built around a square, giving the 
illusion of massiveness 
The center of the bloc k long 
buildings is a square which is to 
he landscaped or made into play 
grounds 
The eight story build 
mg.* have elevators The six »tory 
ones are walk ups 
The building' are impressive, 
but they won t stand close in 
xj rec lion Neither would they pas* 
inspection standards in America. 
or for that mallei 
anywhere in

are prefabricated and poorly and 
crudely finished 
•A case in point is the American 
Embassy. It is only five years 
old 
but it looks old inside and 
out So much so this writer com­ 
mented that it was too bad the 
great, rich I ’ S couldn't have a 
newer, mole modern building To 
which, we were told. it is modern 
— Russian modern, that is 
The censors have never cleared 
a story about the weakening ot 
a new 
large apartment 
house 
that forced the government quick­ 
ly to move out the tenant* 
It 
didn’t collapse, like one did in 
Rio De Janeiro, hut It gave indi­ 
cations of doing just that and re­ 
quired a major shoring job 
A major shortage in Russia *s 
housing-—though no more so than 
clothing, autos and other consu­ 
mer goods The new seven year 
plan c alls for increase in housing 
by a third by 1965 This is a very 
large and probably 
impossible 
order 
There are no figure* on 
how much new housing this will 
create 
Except in the few large cities 
—only three have more than a 
million population — living is 
primitive, as it alsc

majority of the large city dwel­ 
lers. In the cities the Russian* 
have a terrific slum clearance 
job ahead Progress is being made 
but the road ahead is a long and 
expensive one and how it can be
